A ſoever, debateable in Parliament, by the ancient Cuſtomes, Lavys, and Statutes of this Realm, and ought 
d co be proteQte.| by your Majeſly, quieily to attend and proſecute that great Service. 

They humbly removſtrare and proteſt before God , your Majeſty, and the Noble Lords and Peers 
now aſlemble.! in Varliament , That as they have an indubitate Right to fit and Vote in the Houle of the Lords, ſc 
arc they (if they may be proteRted from force and violence) moſt ready and willing to perform their Duties accord 
ingly. And that chey do abhominareall Attions or Opinions, tending to Popery, and the maintenance thereof ; as 
allo, all propenſion and inclination to any maliznant party, or any other ſide or party whatſoever, to the which their 
own Reaſons and Conſtiences ſhall not moye them to adhere. 

But whereas they have been at ſeverall times violently Menaced, Aﬀeonted, and Aſſaulted, by multitudes of people 
ia their coming to perform their Services in that Honorable Houſe ; and larely chaſed away , and pur in anger of 
their lives, and can fiade no redrefle or protection, upon ſundry complaints made to both Houſes in theſe particulars. 

They likewiſe humbly proteſt beforeyour Majeſty, andthe Noble Houſe of Peers, That ſaving unto themſelyes al 
their Rights and Intereſts of Sitting anFVoting in that Houſe ar othertimes, they dare not Sit or Vote in the Houſe of 
Peers, untill your Mzj-ſty ſhall further fecure them from all Aﬀeronts, Indignities and dangers in the premiſles. 

Laſtly, Whereas their fears are not builc upon Phantafies and Conceipts, but upon ſuch Grounds and Objeas, as 
may we!l terrifie men of good Relolutions, and much Conſtancy, T hey do in all duty and humility; proteſt before 
your Majelly, and the Pcers of that moſt Honorable Houſe of Parliament, againſt all Laws, Orders, Votes, Relolu- 
tions, and determipations,as inthemſclves Null, and of none effect , which ia their abſence, ſincethe 27 of thisinftane 
Month of December, 1541. have already paſled ; as likewiſe againſt all ſuch as ſhall hereafter paſſe in that moſt Hone 
rable Houle, during the time of this their forced and violent abſence fromthe ſaid moſt Honorable Houſe, not deny- 
ing, bur if cheir ablenting of themſelves were wilfulland voluntary , that moſt Honorable Houſe might proceed ir 
allcheſe premiſſes, their ablence, or this their Proteſtation notwithſtanding. 

And humbly beſeeching your moſt Excellent Majzſty tocommand tle Clerk of that Houſe of Peers, to enter this 
their Peticion and Proteſtation amungſt his Records.
